A BY-LAW 


To  atnentl  the  “ street  Jiy-lant”  and  the  “Street  Jly- 
laiv  A.tnendrnent  Jiy-laiv,  lS!f3.“ 

rilHE  Council  of  the  Corjioration  of  the  City  of 
JL  Victoria  enact  as  follow's  : — 

1.  Section  19  of  the  “Street  By-law”  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  “street  or”  in 
the  second  line  thereof. 

2.  Section  20  of  the  “Street  By-law”  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  “ three,”  in  the 
last  line  thereof,  and  substituting  the  word  “ five  ” in 
lieu  thereof. 

3.  Except  between  the  hours  of  three  o’clock  a.m. 
and  nine  o’clock  a.m.  no  person  sliall,  without  per- 
mission from  the  Chief  of  Police,  saw,  cut  or  split 
cordwood  or  fire-wood  upon  any  street  within  the 
lines  or  boundaries  of  that  portion  of  the  City  of 
Victoria  known  as  the  “ Fire  Limits,”  as  described  in 
the  “Buildings  By-law  Amendjnent  By-law,  1892,” 
and  numbered  Lh8. 

4.  Section  I of  the  “Street  Bj’-law  Amendment

And  whereas  to  meet  the  current  legal  expenditure 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Nanaimo  for  the 
year  1893,  payable  out  of  their  annual  revenue  before 
such  revenue  for  suc’n  year  becomes  payable  by  the 
taxpayers,  it  is  requisite  for  the  said  Corporation  to 
borrow  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  ; 

Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men of  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Nanaimo  as  follows: — 

1.  From  and  after  the  final  passage  of  this  by-law 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  and  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Nanaimo  to  borrow  upon  tbe  credit  of  the  said 
Corporation  from  any  person  or  persons,  firm  or  firms, 
corporation  or  corporations,  who  may  be  willing  to 
advance  the  same,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars,  in 
such  amounts,  and  at  such  times  as  the  same  may,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Finanee  Committee 
of  the  Council,  be  required,  bearing  interest  at  a rate 
not  exceeding  nine  per  centum  per  annum. 

2.  The  moneys  so  borrowed  shall  be  expended  in

MAPLE  RIDGE  BY-LAWS. 


BY-LAW  No.  104. 


J HEREAS  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  that  pro- 
vision be  made  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the 
Municipality  of  Maple  Ridge  for  the  current  year  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Municipality  of  Maple  Ridge  as  follows  : — 

1.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  by-law  the 
general  revenue  of  the  Municipality  shall  be  raised, 
levied  and  collected  for  the  use  of  the  Corporation,  in 
pursuance  of  the  “Municipal  Act,  1892,”  and  amend- 


ments thcriito,  from  such  sources  as  are  hcrcinaftei' 
nameil. 

2.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  upon  all 
real  estate  other  than  wild  land,  including  improve- 
ments thereon,  as  is  mentioned  in  the  Assessment  Roll 
for  the  time  being  in  force  in  the  M unici])ality  of  Maple 
Ridge,  an  ei|ual  annual  rate  of  two-thirds  of  one  per 
cent,  on  assessed  value  thereof,  as  appears  in  said  roll. 

3.  'I’here  shall  he  raised,  levied  and  collected  an 
annual  tax  of  two  and  one-half  jier  eent.  on  all  wild 
land  within  the  Municipality. 

4.  Every  male  inhabitant  of  the  M unicii)ality 
between  the  ages  of  21  and  50,  who  is  not  otherwise 
assessed,  shall  be  liable  to  jierform  statute  labour,  and 
every  jterson,  whether  resident  or  non-resident, 
asse.ssed  uj)on  the  Assessment  Roll  of  the  Munici])ality, 
shall  be  liable  to  jicrform  statute  labour  in  compliance 
with  sub-sections  (a)  and  (h)  of  section  192,  of  the 
“ Municipal  Act,  1892,”  and  of  the  Municipal  By-law 
governing  the  same,  respectively. 

5.  Every  por.son  using  any  of  the  trades,  occupa- 
tions, or  businesses  mentioned  in  the  “ Municipal  Act, 
1892,”  shall  take  out  a periodical  license  for  such 
periods  as  in  tlie  said  Act  are  set  out,  paying  therefor 
such  amount  within  the  Act  as  the  Council  shall  deem 
sufficient. 

b.  The  said  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  to  the 
Collector  of  the  Municipality,  at  his  office,  at  Fort 
Hammond,  on  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  and  every 
year.  On  all  taxes,  other  than  commutation  for  .statute 
labour,  paid  on  or  before  September  lirst  in  each  and 
every  year  a rebate  of  one-sixth  (^)  shall  be  made. 
No  rebate  will  be  allowed  on  taxes  paid  as  commutation 
of  statute  labour. 

'I'his  by-law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“Maple  Ridge  Revenue  Tax  By  law,  1893.”
